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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-12, and 21, drawn to a method of homogenising polypropylene 
(polymer). 

Group II, claim(s) 13-19, drawn to an apparatus for homogenising propylene and 
multimodal polypropylene. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature common to Groups I - II is the melting of a polymer 
(polypropylene), and subjecting it to elongational stress to cause a significant 
elongational strain sufficient to break up gels within the polymer. This cannot be a 
special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2, because this technical feature is known 
in the prior art. 

Tseng et al. U.S. Patent No. 5,716,634 discloses a method for the homogenization of an 
N-Vinyl lactam polymer (Abstract). Tseng states the formation of a uniform liquid 
mixture N-Vinyl lactam monomer and several other agents, and further teaches the 
heating of the mixture for polymerization (column 1 , Lines 41-51 ). After the 
polymerization process is begun, the polymer is heated at a higher temperature 
resulting in the recovery of a melted cross linked polymer in the form of a rubbery 
intermediate (Column 1 , Lines 56-63). Furthermore, Tseng teaches subjecting the N- 
Vinyl lactam polymer to a high speed, high shear agitation (sufficient to break up 
gels within the polymer) with a mixing device to homogenize the polymer to form 
flowable micro particles, which can be pushed through a sieve having openings 
between 40 and 350 mesh (Column 2, lines 5-12). 
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Therefore, a holding that these three groups do not have a single inventive concept is 
proper. 

2. A telephone call was made to Attorney Arthur Crawford on August 21 , 2008 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
